Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  health  of  the  district  continues  in  its  satisfactory  state,  as 
will  be  seen  from  Tables  of  statistics  in  the  report. 

Infectious  disease  presented  no  special  problems.  Mea.sles  is  the 
main  infectious  disease  reported  and  continues  to  show  a  variation  in 
numbers  from  year  to  year,  as  can  be  expected.  More  children  are  being 
immunised  against  this  disease,  and  it  can  be  expected  that  the  numbers 
will  lessen  in  years  to  come. 

No  serious  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  occurred.  Prepacking  of 
foodstuffs  helps  to  reduce  contamination  by  dust  and  flies,  but  there 
is  still  room  for  considerable  improvement  in  retail  shops  for  nrotecting 
uncovered  food  exposed  for  sale.  In  warm  weather  bacteria  multiply  very 
rapidly  in  certain  foods ,  after  being  contaminated  by  flies ,  Many  shops 
keep  such  foodstuffs  in  cooled  covered  containers,  but  unfortunately  many 
do  not. 

One  of  the  penalties  of  progress  in  industrial  development  is  an 
increase  in  the  amounc  of  noise  whioh  the  community  has  to  face.  Growing 
public  concern  resulted  in  the  passing  of  the  Noise  Abatement  Act  in  1960. 
Various  Committees  have  also  studied  the  problem  of  noise  in  relation  to 
Aircraft  and  Industry.  It  is  difficult  to  assess  the  effects  of  noise  on 
the  health  of  the  individua.l  as  a  noise  which  is  intolerable  to  one  person 
may  be  acceptable  by  another.  When  noise  results  in  prolonged  loss  of 
sleep,  their  health  can  be  affected.  If  one  defines  health  as  a  sense  of 
"well-being”  mentally  and  physically  and  not  merely  a  freedom  from  disease 
then  noise  detracts  from  people’s  well-being  and  in  that  sense  hea.lth  can 
be  affected. 

When  complaints  are  made  by  the  Department,  the  operators  a.re  usua;.lly 
willing  to  co-operate  to  reduce  the  noise  as  fa.r  as  is  practicable,  but  it 
is  very  difficult  to  eliminate  the  noise  completely. 

Domestic  noise  can  be  a  nuisance  to  occupants  of  neighbouring  houses, 
such  as  a  high  pitched  whine  from  spin  driers ,  loud  ra.dios  and  ba.rking 
dogs.  Willing  co-operation  on  everyone's  part  can  do  a  great  de  1  to 
reduce  the  problem  of  noise. 
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Jhvironmental  Pollution  is  receiving  considerable  attention  today. 

Smoke  pollution  is  not  a  serious  problem  in  the  district.  Some 
industries  tend  to  produce  dust  and  unnleasant  fumes;  the  nuisance  being 
largely  dependent  on  the  direction  of  the  wind  and  careful  supervision  is 
required  to  ensure  that  no  toxic  fumes  are  relea,sed  into  the  atmosphere. 

The  demand  for  water  can  be  expected  to  increase  considerably  in  the 
future  and  it  is  essential  tl:iat  the  pollution  of  waterways  be  kept  to  a 
minimum. 

The  River  Authorities  set  standards  for  the  effluent  discharged  into 
waterways.  Animal  and  plant  life  in  water  will  be  seriously  affected  if 
effluents  remove  oxygen  from  waterways.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  form 
of  pollution  will  be  very  much  reduced  in  the  future  so  that  our  rivers 
become  once  again  clean  and  wholesome. 

I  thank  the  Committee  for  their  interest  and  help  during  the  year,  and 
the  Staff  for  their  conscientious  work  and  loyalty  in  maintaining  the 
efficiency  of  the  Department.

I  an  indebted  to  Mr.  B.R,  Short,  M.A. ,  Headmaster,  Borden  Grammar  School, 
for  his  kind  co-operation  in  allowing  the  following  details  to  be  included  in 
this  Report  from  the  information  recorded  at  his  School  in  connection  with 
local  climatic  conditions  during  the  Year  under  review. 

Rainfall  -  a  total  of  5^0  mm,  was  recorded  in  the  Urban  District  as 
compared  with  660  mm,  recorded  in  1971*  The  heaviest  rainfall  was  26  mm, 
on  1st  August,  and  the  wettest  month  was  January  when  the  rainfall  recorded 
amoimted  to  83  mm. 

Fog  occurred  on  6  occasions ,  as  compared  with  18  occasions  in  the  previous 

Year, 


Snow  -  during  the  Year  there  was  1  fall  of  Snow  locally.  This  occurred  on 
14th  February,  when  a  depth  of  2  inches  was  recorded. 

Temperatures  dropped  below  freezing  point  on  15  occasions  (6  in  January; 

2  in  February;  1  in  March  and  6  in  December) ,  as  compa,red  with  31  occasions  in 
the  previous  Year. 

Hottest  Day  -  14th  July,  when  a  temperature  of  28°C,  was  recorded. 

Coldest  Day  -  31st  January,  when  a  temperature  of  -11°C,  was  recorded. 

Wind  Speed  -  the  Windiest  Month  of  the  Year  was  April,  when  the  following 
speeds  were  recorded;  2  days  of  Force  35  H  days  of  Force  4;  5  days  of  Force  5 
and  1  day  of  Force  7* 

The  Calmest  Month  of  the  Year  was  October,  when  the  following  speeds  were 
recorded:  I6  days  of  Force  1;  6  days  of  Force  2  and  5  days  of  Force  3* 

Wind  Direction  -  The  figures  recorded  (excluding  July  and  August)  were  as 
follows !- 

South  West  -  58  days;  South  -  4I  days;  West  -  41  days; 

North  East  -  33  days;  East  -  29  days;  North  -  26  days; 

North  West  -  25  days;  South  East  -  23  days;  No  Wind  -  26  days.

During  the  Year,  the  Department  received  101  notifications  of  cases  of 
notifiable  diseases,  as  occurring  in  the  Urban  Districto  'Ihe  figures  for

The  incidence  of  these  notified  cases  in  each  Quarter  of  the  Year  v’as 
as  follows 


1st  Quarter  -  4;  2nd  Qiiarter  -  22;  3i‘d  Quarter  -  70;  4th  Quarter  -  5» 

The  main  causes  of  notification  were  Measles  (93)  and  Scarlet  Fever  (5)u 

39  of  the  cases  of  Measles  notified  were  Children  under  School  Age  and 
52  were  School  Children, 

5  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  as  compared  with  55  cases  in  the 
previous  Year,  Of  these  5  cases,  2  were  Cliildren  under  School  Age  and  5  were 
School  Childreno 

The  case  of  Bacterial  Meningitis  notified  was  a  Female,  a  School  Child 
aged  15  years.  The  case  was  admitted  to  St»  Bartholomew's  Hospital,  Rochester, 

The  case  of  Infective  Jaundice  was  a  Male  aged  24  years. 

No  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  notified  during  the  Year,

The  Twenty-Seventh  Annual  Report  of  the  Sittingbourne,  Milton  and  District 
Care  Committee  shows  that  assistance  was  given  in  20  Cases  during  the  Year  under 
review  and  that  the  sum  of  £150.57  was  expended  on  providing  fuel,  heating  and 
lighting,  nourishment,  extras  at  Christmas,  making  cash  allowances  for  outstanding 
grocery  accoimts  etc,,  payment  of  fares  and  providing  Holidays  for  5  Adults, 

In  addition,  Christmas  Food  Hampers  were  provided  in  5  Cases  and  many  other  Cases 
were  provided  with  bedding,  clothing  and  fuel,  all  of  which  was  given  by  many 
local  people. 

During  the  Year,  6  new  Cases  were  reported  to  the  Care  Committee,  through 
the  Chest  Clinic  at  Keycol  Hospital,  of  which  5  were  non-Tuberculous,  At  the  end 
of  the  Year  54  Cases  were  on  the  Current  Register  -  11  being  non-Tuberculous .

5.  Old  People *s  Welfare 

I  am  indebted  to  County  Councillor  Mrs,  J,  Noble  and  Mrs,  A,  Bishop  for 
supplying  the  following  information  regarding  the  activities  of  the  Old 
People’s  Welfare  Committee  (Age-Concern)  in  the  Urban  District  during  the 
Year  under  review, 

(a)  Night  Sitting  Service  -  There  was  again  much  demand  for  this  Service 
and  45  Nights  were  covered  during  the  Yearp  More  Night-oitters  are  urgently 
required  to  cover  the  needs.  Any  interested  person  should  contact  Co\anty 
Councillor  Mrs,  J,  Noble  (Sitt.  4634) • 

(b)  Meals-on-Wheels  Service  -  This  Service  has  been  working  to  capacity 
and  there  is  a  waiting  list  for  the  Meals,  which  are  served  twice  each  week. 

An  average  of  40  Meals  are  provided  weekly.  All  avenues  are  being  explored 
to  see  if  this  Service  can  be  expanded  in  any  way, 

(c)  Library  Service  -  It  is  proposed  to  organise  a  Library  Service  for 
the  housebound  in  the  Urban  District,  in  the  nea,r  future, 

(d)  Visiting  Service  -  During  the  Year  a  total  number  of  66  Visitors  were 
on  the  Register  to  be  called  upon  to  visit  and  look  a,fter  the  needs  of  our 
Senior  Citizens,  458  elderly  people  were  regularly  visited  during  the  Year, 
Assistance  with  this  Service  was  received  from  Senior  Girls  from  the  Grammar 
School,  the  Convent  and  Rowena  School,  Members  of  St,  John  Ambulance  Brigade 
and  the  British  Red  Cross  gave  their  services  in  care  of  the  feet;  hair  washing 
and  bed  bathing, 

(e)  The  Luncheon  Centre  -  After  being  temporarily  'housed'  at  the  Town  Hall, 
this  Luncheon  Centre  moved  to  the  Old  People's  Warden's  Scheme  at  Pembury  Court 
in  April,  1972,  since  when  it  has  been  operating  most  successfully.  During  the 
Year  a  total  of  2,047  meals  were  served  at  this  Centre, 

(f)  Medical  Day  Centre  -  It  is  proposed  to  make  an  approach  to  the  Hospital

(g)  Social  Report  -  During  the  Year  the  fiuid-raising  efforts  consisted  of 
two  coffee  mornings  and  a  stall  in  the  Sittingboume  Market,  All  of  these  efforts 
proved  to  be  most  successful  and  the  Funds  of  the  Welfare  Committee  benefited 
considerably.  The  Annual  Pp.rty  fer  the  housebound  was  held  in  the  Town  Hall  in 
July  when  well  over  100  people  attended  ?Jid  were  entertained  to  tea  and  community 
singing. 
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(h)  Acconunodation  and  Clubs  -  There  are  now  three  Old  People's  Warden's 
Schemes  in  the  Urban  District  and  a  Fourth  Scheme,  at  V7yllie  Court,  Milton, 
will  be  opened  early  in  1975 •  These  Schemes  provide  much  needed  accommodation 
for  the  Senior  Citizens  of  the  area.  The  two  Old  People's  Clubs  at  Milton  and 
Murston  have  continued  to  operate  successfully  and  have  again  provided  much 
entertainment  and  excellent  facilities  for  their  Members  during  the  Year,

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA 


1,  Vater  Supply 

All  the  dwellings  (lO,650)  vdthin  the  UrLan  District  are  supplied  from 
the  public  water  mains  of  the  Med*>ray  Water  Boards 

The  supoly  has,  during  the  Year  under  reyiew,  been  adequate  both  in 
quality  and  quantity, 

26  samples  of  water  (4  from  the  public  supply  and  22  from  private 
supnlies)  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  The  results 
received  from  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  indicated  that  these  samples 
were  satisfactory. 


2,  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

During  the  Year,  extensions  to  the  Council’s  sewerage  system  were  carried 
out  to  serve  new  housing  development  within  the  Area, 

The  works  of  imnrovement  at  the  Sewage  Works  were  completed  during  the 

Year, 


The  annual  treatment  against  Rodents  in  the  Council’s  sewerage  system 
was  carried  out  during  the  period  from  1st  to  25rd  May,  1972. 

A  test-baiting  of  the  sewers  was  carried  out  on  the  1st  and  2nd  May  and 
a  recording  of  the  baits  in  the  following  week  indicated  tliat  there  were  11 
’Takes*  (5  Complete  and  6  Partial)  out  of  a  total  number  of  98  manlioles  baited. 

The  main  treatment  was  carried  out  during  the  period  from  8th  to  25rd 
May  and  the  results  showed  that  there  were  2  Gomple’e  and  3  Partial  ’Takes' 
in  the  125  manholes  treated. 

The  Poison  used  was  Warfarin  and  the  Baits  used  were  Pinhead  Oatmeal, 
Sugar,  Technical  White  Oil  and  a  Preservative  Paranitrophenal. 

The  results  obtained  indicated  that  the  incidence  of  infestation  in  the 
Town's  sewerage  system  remained  low  and  the  position  could  be  considered 
satisfactory. 


5,  Scavenging 

The  administration  of  the  Council's  refuse  collection  and  disposal 
service  is  under  the  control  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor, 

Disposal  of  refuse  is  by  controlled  tipping  at  the  Council’s  site  at 
Milton. 

The  programme  of  conversion  to  Paper  Sack  Holders  was  continued  during 
the  Year  when  a  total  number  of  785  Standing  Holders  were  supplied  to 
Householders,  9 >236  premises  have  now  been  changed  to  the  Paper  Sack  System, 

The  programme  of  conversion  to  Paper  Sack  Holders  for  the  whole  of  the  Urban 
District  will  be  completed  by  the  end  of  May,  1975o 
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4.  School  Sanitation 

Routine  inspections  have  been  carried  out  during  the  Year,  when  it  was 
found  that  the  past  high  standard  of  sanitation  has  been  maintained, 

l6  visits  were  made  to  School  Canteens.  Kitchen  hygiene  was  found  to 
be  of  a  high  standard , 


5.  Public  Conveniences 

24  visits  were  made  to  the  Public  Conveniences  in  the  Urban  District, 

A  complaint  weis  received  as  to  the  condition  of  one  Public  Convenience, 
The  matters  complained  of  were  put  right, 

Vandelism  continues  in  Public  Conveniences;  apparently  an  expressive 
symptom  of  the  times . 

No  charges  are  made  for  the  use  of  Public  Conveniences, 


6,  Swimming  Baths

16  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 

The  reports  received  from  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  indicated  that 
satisfactory  standards  of  purity  were  maintained. 

The  total  number  of  bathers  using  the  pool  during  the  Year  was  96,714 
as  compared  with  82,467  in  1971» 

Indoor  Bowling  ceased  at  the  Swimming  Baths  on  31st  March,  1972*  It 
is  the  Council’s  intention  that  the  premises  shall  be  used  for  Sv/imming 
throughout  the  Year, 

(b)  School  Swimming  Baths 

6  samples  of  water  taken  from  the  small  open-air  swimming  baths  at 
two  Schools  situated  in  the  Urban  District,  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination.

The  Milk  (Special  Uesiffliation)  Regulations,  i960 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  above-named  Regulations,  this  Authority 
is  responsible  for  registering  all  Retailers  within  the  Urban  District  as 
Distributors  of  Milk,  The  number  of  Retailers  registered  is  65. 

The  Kent  County  Council  is  the  Authority  responsible  for  the  issue  of 
Licences  for  the  Sale  of  designated  Milks  and  these  Licences  are  valid  for 
five  years  from  the  date  of  issue. 

Examination  of  Milk  Supplies 

(i)  29  samples  of  Milk  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  or  other 
prescribed  examination  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Maidstone,  The 
bulk  of  the  supply  is  in  the  hands  of  two  or  three  main  suppliers  and  it 
seems  unnecessary  to  duplicate  samples  from  different  purveyors  obtaining 
their  supplies  from  the  same  source,

(c)  Accidents 


Four  notifications  (Forms  0SR,2)  were  received  in  respect  of  accidents  occurring 
during  the  Year,  One  accident  occurred  in  the  2nd  Quarter;  two  accidents  in  the  Ji’d 
Quarter  and  one  accident  in  the  4th  Quarter, 

Details  of  these  accidents  are  as  follows 

(i)  This  notification  was  in  respect  of  an  accident  sustained  by  a  man  who  was  onerating 
a  band  saw  in  the  butchery  department  of  a  local  Supermarket, 

At  the  time  of  the  accident,  which  resulted  in  a  badly  cut  left  thumb,  the 
Operative  was  sawing  a  frozen  pork  loin  into  chops©  Full  instructions  on  the 
correct  method  of  operating  the  band  saw  were  displa.yed  adjacent  to  the  machine, 
but  an  examination  of  the  manhine  and  a  demonstration  of  its  use  suggested  that 
there  were  certain  practical  difficulties  which  arose  if  it  vras  used  in  the  way 
outlined  on  the  displayed  notice  of  operating  procediire.  It  seemed  evident  that 
the  machine  was  rarely  used  in  the  way  suggested  by  the  Manufacturers,  The 
Operatives  interviewed  stated  that  it  was  more  dangerous  to  operate  the  machine 
in  the  suggested  manner,  and  they  did,  in  fact,  operate  the  ma.chine  in  their  own 
particular  way  from  the  side  and  not  from  the  front  of  the  machine,  A  practical 
demonstration  suggested  that  there  was  some  substance  in  this  assertion. 
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The  difficulties  and  dangers  arising  from  the  use  of  the  machine  were 
reported  to  HoM,  Factory  Inspectorate,  when  it  v/a,s  stated  tlmt  the  Inspectorate 
were  very  well  aware  of  the  dangers  from  the  use  of  the  machine  in  question. 
Several  accidents  had  occurred  to  opera.tors  and  the  problem  was  being  discussed 
with  their  Engineering  Branch,  who  were  carrying  out  experimental  work  to  ensure 
the  safe  working  of  the  machine. 

(ii)  A  Notifica-tion  was  received  of  an  accident  occurring  whilst  a  Postman  was 
pushing  a  delivery  truck  over  a  ramp  at  the  entry  to  the  Post  Office  yard.  The 
man  received  injuries  when  the  truck  handles  struck  him  on  the  left  side  of  his 
chesto 


It  was  found  that  the  ramp  in  question  had  recently  been  lowered  and  no 
previous  accident  had  occurred.  The  ramp  was  also  clea.rly  marked.  It  was  not 
found  possible  to  suggest  any  way  to  prevent  a  similar  accident  occurring  and  no 
further  action  was  taken. 

(iii)  This  Notification  was  in  respect  of  a  Telephone  Engineer  receiving  a 
strained  back  whils  b  loading  stores  into  his  van.  It  was  found  there  wa,s  no 
reason  for  such  an  accident  occurring  and  no  further  .action  was  taken, 

(iv)  A  Notification  was  received  from  a  local  food  premises  rega.rding  an  accident 
sustained  by  a  Female  Enployee.  The  Employee  sustained  laceration  and  bruising 
of  the  right  foot  whilst  moving  boxes  of  butter  on  a  trolley  into  a  lift.  The 
trolley  overturned  and  the  boxes  of  butter  fell  on  the  Snployee's  foot. 

An  investigation  of  the  ancident  was  carried  out  and  the  trolley  was 
examined.  It  vras  found  that  due  to  a  difference  in  the  level  between  the 
lift  floor  and  the  general  building  floor  much  difficulty  was  ca.used  in  the 
manoeuvring  of  the  trolley  into  the  lift. 

The  Manager  of  the  Branch  Premises  was  advised  to  aouroach  the  Firm's 
Engineer  to  see  if  an  adjustment  could  be  made  to  the  lift  level  to  obviate 
the  difference  between  the  lift  and  floor  levels.  It  was  felt  that  this  could 
be  the  means  to  prevent  a  similar  accident  occurring  in  the  future. 

(d)  Prosecutions 


It  wa.s  again  found  unnecessary  for  the  Council  to  take  any  action  by  way 
of  prosecution  during  the  Year.

MISCELLANEOUS 


1,  National  Assistance  Act,  1948  (Section  30) 

National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951 

The  Department  was  called  upon  to  deal  with  5  Cases  during  the  Year, 

In  one  Case,  a  Male  aged  ']2  years,  no  further  action  was  taken  by  the 
Department  upon  relatives  being  found  by  the  Police  who  were  willing  to 
assume  responsibility  for  the  interment  of  this  man. 

In  the  Case  of  a  Female,  aged  85  years,  the  Department  arranged  for 
the  interment  in  accordance  v/ith  the  requirements  of  the  Act,  Due  to  the 
age  of  this  person  there  was  no  Death  Grant  allowable  by  the  Ministry  of 
Social  Security, 

Arrangements  for  the  interment  of  the  third  Case,  a  Male  aged  58  years, 
were  made  by  the  Department  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act, 
This  Case  was  fatally  injured  in  a  road  accident  and  details  of  the  interment 
expenses  were  submitted  to  a  Firm  of  Assessors  for  inclusion  in  a  claim  being 
pursued  by  them  on  behalf  of  the  dependants.  The  claim  continues  to  be 
argued  and  discussed  by  this  Firm  of  Assessors  with  an  Insurance  Company 
and,  upon  complete  settlement,  there  should  be  no  financial  demands  upon  the 
Department  in  this  Case, 


2 .  Air  Pollution 

Complaints  continued  to  be  received  concerning  the  periodic  smell  of 
sulphuretted  hydrogen  which  pervades  parts  of  the  town  particularly  during 
adverse  weather  conditions.  This  arises  from  the  pollution  of  the  Creek  and 
also  from  an  industrial  source. 

Efforts  continued  during  the  year  by  the  Kent  River  Authority  to  secure 
an  improvement  in  the  effluents  being  discharged  into  the  Creek,  So  far  as 
the  industrial  source  is  concerned  steps  are  being  taken  to  reduce  the  smell 
from  this  source.  The  problem,  however,  is  a  com^plex  one  and  no  ready-made 
solution  is  available. 


5,  The  Noise  Abatement  Act,  I960 

1  complaint  was  received  during  the  Year, 

This  complaint  was  investigated  by  the  Department  and  found  to  be  due 
to  noise  being  made  in  connection  with  repairs  being  carried  out  to  motor 
vehicles , 

The  complaint  was  dealt  with  in  an  informal  manner  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Complainant, 
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4.  Scrap  Metal  Dealers  Act,  1964 

This  Act  caiDG  into  effect  on  the  1st  April,  1965  and  Certificates  of 
Registration  are  valid  for  a  period  of  three  years  from  the  date  •f  issue, 

8  Certificates  of  Registration  were  issued  in  the  Urban  District  during 
1971  and  these  current  Certificates  are  due  for  renewal  during  1974 • 


5.  The  Riding  Establishments  Act,  I964 

There  are  no  Riding  Establishments  licensed  under  this  Act  situate 
within  the  Urban  District, 


6,  Home  Safety 

The  Home  Safety  Committee  met  on  two  occasions  during  the  Year, 

A  Return  of  Unused  Drugs  Campaign  was  carried  out  during  the  Period 
from  2nd  to  14th  October,  1972.  Posters  were  printed  and  distributed,  in 
addition  to  those  received  from  ROSPA,  to  local  Chemists,  Doctors'  Surgeries, 
Clinics,  Factories,  as  well  as  being  displayed  at  the  Council  Offices.  As 
there  was  no  suitable  leaflet  for  the  Campaign,  7»000  paper  bags  were  purchased 
and  distributed  to  Chemists  in  the  area,  to  be  used  for  bottles  etc.  These 
bags  carried  a  slogan  on  one  side  "Stop  Home  Accidents"  and  "Keep  Medicines 
Away  from  Children"  .  On  the  •ther  side  there  was  printed  "Hints  Regarding  the 
Taking  and  The  Disposal  of  Medicines" , 

The  local  Press  were  included  in  this  Campaign  and  arrangements  were  made 
for  advertisements  to  be  published  two  weeks  prior  to  the  Campaign  being 
carried  out.  A  Report  regarding  the  Campaign  was  also  included  in  these 
editions.  Radio  Medway  also  publicised  the  Campaign, 

There  was  a  good  return  of  unused  Medicines  and  Drugs  during  the  period 
of  the  Campaign,  and  the  Home  Safety  Committee  agreed  that  any  future  Campaigns 
of  the  Medway  and  Mid-Kent  Iharmacists  should  be  supported,  but  would  be 
recommending  that  such  Campaigns  should  be  organised  every  two  years. 

The  ROSPA  Home  Safety  Campaigns  were  supported  and  posters  were  distributed 
throughout  the  district  drawing  attention  to  the  need  to  read  and  follow  the 
instructions  in  order  that  fire,  poisoning  and  electric  shock  accidents  v/ould 
be  prevented .  A  Winter  Campaign  also  covered  Guy  Fawkes  and  Christmas  Celebrations 
regarding  safety  in  connection  with  indoor  and  outdoor  fireworks. 

The  main  accidents  in  the  Home  during  the  Year  were  found  to  be  due  to 
Falls,  Cuts,  Burns  and  Scalds  and  Poisonings,  In  the  cases  where  it  was  found 
necessary  for  Hospital  treatment,  Patients  continued  to  be  taken  to  the  Casualty 
Department  at  Medway  Hospital,  Gillingham, 


7,  Poison  Bean  Necklaces 


Following  National  publicity  in  connection  with  the  danger  which  could 
arise  from  certain  types  of  bean  necklaces  purchased  abroad  and  brought  home 
to  this  Country,  mainly  by  Tourists  and  persons  returning  from  holidays, 
necklaces  were  handed  into  the  Department  for  destruction.
